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Summary of Hetos from the Far East. 


From Yokohama the advices by the present mail extend to the 
16th April. The outward French mail of Feb. 18 arrived on April 
11, with London telegrams to March 10. We extract the follow 
ing summary of news from the Japan Times:— : 

Our statements last mail respecting the daimios’ cession of their 
independent rights to the central government we can now con- 
firm in every particular. Many other daimios have joined the 
movement and there is no doubt that by the approaching council 
at Yedo it will be ratified and extended to ihe whole of Japan. 
Satsuma has been already invested at Kagosima with the rank 
from the Mikado of Governor of his province, yielding that of 
daimio with all its sovercign and separate rights. The 7hales was 
chartered at Kobe to take down the Mikados envoy, who was re- 
ceived in Satsuma’s capital with imperial honours, the ceremonial 
observed being the same as if his jesty himself had been pre- 
sented. The investiture took place on the 26th ult. 

The Mikado will be in Yedo about the 3rd of May, and, as we 
have before mentioned, his stay will be a very lengthened one; if 
not altogether permanent. Great preparations are being made for 
his reception and for that of the Princes and Nobles of Japan sum- 
moned to the Council. The city will resume much of its ancient 
splendour, and the people are proportionately delighted. The 

easure grounds within the inner moat, immediately around the 

mperial palace, were thrown open to the people for three days 
last week, and between 70,000 and 80,000 are said to have visited 
ation ie crush was so great that some women and children 
were killed. 


A terrible accident has happened in Yedo harbour. The steamer 
Kewanee, one of the recent Government purchases, was taking in 
some powder, when, no precautions being taken on board native 
craft, a spark from the pipe of one of the workmen fell on a 
daiaped keg and the whole exploded. The vessel sank imme- 
diately, her bottom being blown out, and her crew, about 130 
in number, were in the air or water. Twelve men were never 
seen again, and eleven were picked up so frightfully mangled that 
little, if any, hopes were entertained of their recovery. Dr. Willis, 
whose absence on leave from H.M. Consular Service while estab- 
lishing a Government hospital in Yedo we lately recorded, has 
them in pride Others of the crew are more or less injured. 
This is a frightful example of the effect of carelessness, and when 
we know, too, that in our own harbour, not two miles from the 
shore, lies a hulk, the Nassau, full of Foreign-owned powder, 
storage of which, in such a dangerous position, no complaints can 
induce the authorities to prevent, we naturally feel rather uncom- 
fortable on our own account. We badly want a harbourmaster 
a good, honest, experienced, Foreign shipmaster, with full 
pce from the Japanese Government, and independent of 

oreign Consular control. Until we get such an officer 
improvement is impossible, or safety either ; the harbour will dete- 
riorate as it is doing daily, ships will be moored, as now, 50 as to 
take the best chance of accident in case of a typhoon, and we may 
all be blown out of our houses some day by the Vassau’s cargo. 
Of course, if the Japanese Government were to ask the Dutch re- 
presentative to have the Vassau moved the request would be com- 
plied with at once; but what can we hope from a Government 
which allows its own powder to be moved about on board its own 
ships by workmen who smoke pipes meanwhile ? 

Only of less, if indeed of less, importance than the Currency 
question is that of Municipal Reform, which has engaged our at- 
tention also for a long afternoon's debate since we wrote last. The 
largest public meeting ever yet assembled at Yokohama met on 
the 8th inst., to receive and discuss the report of a committee of 
Land Renters, appointed some time back to suggest ways and 
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means for carrying out a scheme of Mr. Brunton, Civil Engineer 
to the Japanese Government, for the effectual drainage of the 

lace. We need not trouble readera abroad, who are but little 
interested in the question except as affecting their own health 
when they happen to visit Japan for change of air, with a full re- 
port of this debate. It will suffice to say that three propositions 
were brought forward ; the first on behalf of the native Govern- 
ment, by Mr. Benson, the present Municipal Director, proposing 
to support the whole prime cost of the aang and road making 
provided certain Oonsuls would pay up ground rents held back by 
them as material guarantees for the satisfaction of certain outside 
claims by some of their co-nationals, but without any provision 
for keeping the said drains and roads in order when made, or for 

lice, or lighting, or scavenging. The second, proposed by Mr. 
Wilkin, one of the committee, that their scheme of dividing the 
cost with the natives should be adopted, and the necessary funds 
for the community’s share provided by a wharfage due. The 
sari proposed by Mr. Rickerby, expressed in the following reso- 
ution :— 


“That, in the opinion of this meeting, the’Japanese Govern- 
ment is fully bound to all expenses in respect to the drainage, 
&ec., &c. |Yet, without in any way virtually lessening 
their liability, it would seem desirable, as a matter of ex- 
pediency, to endeavour to meet them; and that a deputation 
should be appointed by this meeting to wait upon the representa- 
tives of Treaty Powers, offering, on the part of the community, to 
take upon themselves the management of municipal affairs in 
their entirety, inclusive of Mr. Brunton’s, or some equally effective 
scheme of drainage, on consideration of the Japanese Government 
' guaranteeing that 80 per cent. of the ground rents, commencing 
with the present year, shall annually be paid over to a properly 
constituted municipality of Foreign residents, as may hereafter be 
agreed upon.” 


This last was carried by an overwhelming majority of forty-six 
to fourteen, and a strong effort will be made to procure its sanc- 
tion by the Japanese Government and the Foreign Ministers.

LATER ADVICES VIA THE PACIFIC ROUTE, 
By way of San Francisco we have advices from Yokohama to 
April 30 (a fortnight later), The following~summary of news is 
given by the Japan Gasette of that date :— 


We may expect to hear of the arrival of the Mikado in Yedo 
within a week or thereabouts, ashe has already been ten days on 
the road. Apprehensions are felt by the Japanese lest the great as- 
semblage of the daimios in Yedo may lead to trouble; but in the 
uncertainty it is useless anticipating trouble. 


The Imperial fleet has left for Hakodadi, Island of Yesso, to 
attack and oust the Tokugawa kerai, who took and held it. Ex- 
citing news may be looked for ere long. It would not be altogether 
wondered at, if, after all, the place were given mp without fight- 
ing. But looking at the great preparations that have been made, 
and the fact that French officers are the principal directors of 
those preparations, it is not likely. Altogether, there can be but 
small hope of the permanent retention of the place ; but if a brave 
and vigorous resistance be made, it may force the Government to 
agree to good terms. 


We hear of no particular movement in the South. 


Some little difficulty occurred lately at Nee-c-gata. We have 
no full particulars, but it appears that a great number of coolies 
were employed by some who were hostile to the admission of 
hacky, a to trade at the port, and an endeavour was made to 
turn the course of a river that debouches into the sea at the city 
into an entirely different channel, so that all the internal water 
traffic would be diverted, and Nee-e-gata be rendered useless. It 
was discovered, however, and the ringleaders will be punished. 


We are credibly informed that owing to an accident to the en- 
gines of the Stonewall, the Mikado’s fleet put back, and anchored 
in Uraga Bay. They had got as far as Cape King, when owing to 
the south-east gale which was blowing at the time, the ram lost 
her jib; in addition to this misfortune we hear she was short of 
coals, and was supplied from the Bushimaru, which vessel has 
passed up to Yedo for a further supply.

SHANGHAI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
SHanauat, April 22, 1869, 

The M. I. steamer Phase, whigh left this port on the 15th inst. 
with the French Mail, took 250 bales of silk. 

On the 18th the Chamber of Commerce received a London tele- 
gram via Kiachta, dated 30th March. London telegrams to the 
20th March, amplifying those received by last mail, were received 
on the 19th inst. wa Calcutta. 

H. E. Ross Brown, United States Minister, is at present on a 
tour through the Coast ports, but will return almost immediate] 
to Peking, whither he will be accompanied by the Consul General. 

Mr. Hart, who was expected to make a tour of the ports durin 
this spring, has announced his inability to leave Peking unti 
September. The Customs’ officials, or at least the higher grades, 
have recently been distinguished by Chinese rank, ranging from 
the third to the fifth button. Mr. Dick, commissioner at this port, 
has received the grade of Taoutai. 

A new Fives Club has been organised here, a code of rules drawn 
up, and a lease of premises effected. The capital is Tls. 1,000, in 
twenty shares of fifty taels each; subscription, fifteen taels per 
annum. 

On the evening of the 14th instant the Philharmonic Society 
gave a very successful concert. 

On the evening of the 16th inst. the third of the “Tem ce 
Series ’’ of lectures was delivered at the United States Consulate 
General by Dr. MacGowan. These lectures have proved exceed- 
ingly popular, and it is hoped that during the next cold season a 
series will be inaugurated upon a more extensive plan, for the 
benefit of the general Foreign community. At present, as the 
lectures are delivered in Hongque, comparatively few residents in 
the English town take advantage of them. 

On the 17th a meeting of the now defunct Debating Society 
was called, to consider the question of appropriating the surplus 
funds—Tls. 280. As usual with Shanghai pabilis meetings, nothing 
was done. 

The weather here has been continuously wet for several days, 
and in sousontiones the annual athletic sports, announced for the 
16th and 17th inst., have been postponed indefinitely. 

A despatch dated the Ist April, addressed by Sir Rutherford 
Alcock to Mr. Medhurst, has heen published. His Excellency 
discusses very fully the questions of foreign trade with the in- 
terior, transit dues, inland residence, and steam uavigution. Tho 
two latter are dismissed as obviously outside the present provisions 
of the treaty. But the imposition of transit dues in the manner 
now adopted “ constitutes a legitimate subject of complaint.” At 
the same time it is asserted that all the plans hitherto proposed as 
remedies are subject to many objections, and fall short of the 
object to be attained. 

m Ningpo we have received a report of a lecture delivered on 
the evening of the 14th inst., to the “ Book Club,” by the Rev. Mr. 
Green. The subject was Hangchow, and much interesting infor- 
mation was given about this once-important city—“ the terrestrial 
paradise.” The present walls date from A.D. 600, and, measuring 
just 100 li in circumference, answer to Marco Polo’s description of 
the walls of Kin-t’ai. 

On the 17th inst. news was received from Hankow reporting that 
the Salamis has been got off successfully after a stay of two days 
on the bank. Where she went ashore the river is charged to such 
an extent with sand that in twenty-four hours after she struck it 
was almost possible to walk ashore from her dryshod. The inten- 
tion was to send the expedition overland to Chungking if the river 
passage should be found troublesome. It is believed that the navi- 
sagen of the upper river will prove quite easy all the year round 

or steamers of not more than ten feet draught. At Yochow the 
surveying officers were pelted with stones by the populace, but the 
magistrates expressed great concern—whatever they felt. The 
Opossum is aby aha to have reached a point ten miles above 
ear Sir Henry and Lady Keppel reached Hankow on the 
17th inst. 

At Kiukiang the Commissioner of Customs, Mr. Drew, and a 
friend, have been pelted with stones by the populace, and would, 
no doubt, have sustained serious injury, but that they captured a 
burly native and made him walk with them. It is said that the 
Chinese are about to enlarge the mouth of the Lung-kei Creek to 
a en of 500 feet, so as to form a sheltered anchorage for native 
craft. 

Further particulars rding Mr. Markham’s trip to the birth- 
place of Confucius have beta received. It appears that he was 
treated with much civility by the people on the way, and by the 
Duke, who is the head of the Kung family. The petty officials 
were, however, discourteous and obstructive. Mr. Markham re- 
ports that the mineral wealth of the Shantung province has been 
under-estimated, rather than over-rated. The cultivation of silk 
is prosecuted with much success, and jit is said that a peculiar 
species of worm, which there lives on the paper tree, produces @ 
sulk which when manufactured defies moths. 

A correspondent at Keelung of the Evening Courier states that 
negotiations are being made for the purchase, by a Foreigner, of 
a coal mine there. As yet the price asked is much too high. e

The following remarks upon the Hankow import market are 
from Messrs. Townend and Co.’s Circular:—The fallacy of sup- 


sing that prices of Manchester fabrics here are governed by the 
cost at home has been fully shown during the past three weeks, 
for the market has steadily declined notwithstanding favourable 
telegrams from London. Too little regard is placed upon the 
enormous queny of cotton cloth manufactured in these pro- 
vinces, and it is the comparative dearness or cheapness of 
such that regulates the demand for Foreign cloth. Until within 
the past three years an average crop of cotton in Oopack and 
Oonam was estimated at about 800,000 piculs; since then the 
yield has been more or less a failure; and year, with a larger 
area than usual under cultivation, not more than 500,000 piculs 
were gathered in, supplemented by imports of 170,000 picula, 
which has so far proved sufficient for all requirements. As regards 
the future the consumption of Grey Goods is likely to increase if 
ir are moderate ; and the demand for the current year of 
hirtings, T-Cloths and Drills is estimated at between 1,800,000 
to 1,900,000 pieces, against about 1,500,000 pieces last year. 
RUSSIA’S ENCROACHMENTS TOWARDS CHINA. 
_ The Shanghai Recorder, in commenting upon a singularly able 
letter by Mr. E. Cunningham, of Messrs. Russell and Co.’s, upon 
affairs in China, after noticing the temptation for conquest which 
the country presents, observes that Russia has accumulated con- 
quest after conquest on the Jaxartes. She had annexed Bokhara, 
and has thus joined frontiers at that point with Great Britain. 
What is there more likely than that by threatening British India 
she may keep England employed while she swoops from her com- 
manding position in the Amoor territory, and makes herself mis- 
tress of the whole or of a part of China? Her influence is even 
now paramount in Eastern Turkistan, and the ruler of Yarkand 
is represented as seeking the joint guarantee of England and 
Russia against Russian advance. Already the Khan of Khokand 
and the Prince of Yarkand are at loggerheads, and the former has 
invoked Russian aid. Here, then,*there are at once an opening 
into China from the east, and an opportunity of menacing Cash- 
mere from the north. Considering these temptations and oppor- 
tunities ; bearing in mind the fact that the conquest of China 
demands not men, but money; and recalling the practice of 
Russia hitherto and her political principles, it cannot but be be- 
lieved that in process of time China itself will be threatened by 
her powerful neighbour. People do not sufficiently realise the 
fact that no enormous army js required for the annexation of 





HONG KONG. 

The latest advices from Hong Kong are those of April’29. The 
outward French mail of March 25 was delivered on the previous 
day. The China Mail gives the following items of news :—~ 

The three hundred emigrant coolies of the French vessel 7'a- 
maris, from Macao to Havana, mutinied off the Straits of Sunda ; 
some of the coolies were killed, but eventually the officers and 
crew took to the boats, leaving the captain and interpreter on 
board, but first disabling the rudder. Steamers have been des- 
patched from Batavia in search of her. 

A memorial Church to St. Francis Xavier has been consecrated 
on the island of San Juan, some sixty miles from Hong Kong, 
the scene of his death in 1652. A largo party of residents went 
over to the ceremony, which was very impressive. 

An interesting evidence of the estimation in which Foreigners 
are held in this immediate neighbourhood is furnished by a pla- 
eard which has been forwarded to us, and which is said to be in cir- 
culation in the neighbourhood of Hu-men (Bocca Tigris), where 
Mr. Nacken and one other gentleman of the Rhenish Mission are 
stationed. This interesting document sets forth that “ Barbarian 
wolves,” under the cloak of endeavouring to spread their re- 
digion, have established depots at Macao, Canton, Fatchan 

unling, and Hong Kong, where they are in the habit of 
administering pills of an aphrodisaic nature to the females 
whom they can bring under their influence for the pur- 
pose of producing certain results, and the writer, who de- 
scribes himself as a Sing-shi-tac-jan, somewhat as we should say 
‘fone who is wide-awake,” implores the natives not to let women 
who have taken such drugs intermarry with their families, and to 
do all in their power to put a stop to the proceedings of the 
“barbarians” in question. Is this another development of the 
“ shining cross” business, or a merely local matter? Does it re- 
present a wide-spread dislike to our medical and other mission- 
aries, or is it the individual effusion of a crackbrained Chinese 
who owes some Foreigner a grudge ? The matter may not amount 
to much, but a little inquiry ag to its source may be worth while, 
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A report has reached us that the emigrants on board the F, A. 
Palmer, which left on the 14th inst. for San Francisco, rose en 
masse when near Amoy and murdered the entire crew. We have 
made inquiries, but can obtain neither confirmation nor denial of 
the report. The only thing we have been able to ascertain ig that 
it has been circulated during the day about the colony. 

Intelligence has been received that the portion of the tele- 

phic line mentioned as being under contemplation for connect- 
ing Hong Kong, by way of Saigon and Bangkok, with the British 
Indian system, which is to connect Saigon with Brumhpenh, a 
few miles from the capital of Cambodia, has been actually com- 
menced. Orders go forward this mail for the shipment of wires 
&c., to complete the line from thence through Cambodia and 
Siam to Bangkok. It is understood that the Concessionaires have 
adopted for their enterprise the name of the “ International Indo- 
Chinese Telegraph Company.” It will be thus seen that active 
steps have been taken to make the concessions that have been 
obtained of immediate use. 7 

We regret to learn the loss, on the Pratas Shoal, of the Ame- | 
rican barque Arthur, Captain Crosbie, which left here for Tientsin 
on the 19th. Tho second mate, with part of the crew, came in 
here to-day, in the ship's gig, and it is from his report that we 
learn the fact of the wreck. The captain, his wife, and nine of 
the crew took to the lifeboat from the wreck, and towed the gi 
for about half a mile, when the rope broke, and the two parte 
company, the captain setting sail and the second mate plying oars, 
both intending to make for Hong Kong. The second mate, how- 
ever, is the first to arrive. Immediately on receipt of his disas- 
trous news two gunboats, one American and one English, left the 
harbour in search of the missing boat, which it is supposed, or 
hoped, has found a refuge in Amoy. We are informed that the 
gig’s crew, together with the crew of a pilot-boat who went to 
their assistance, were robbed by pirates outside the harbour. If 
80, we trust the gunboats will meet with the rascals. 

The existence has been discovered of a native hospital in Hong 
Kong to which sick Chinese emigrants were sent when their lives were 
despaired of. The revelations are as sensational as disgusting, and 
immediate steps have been taken for its suppression. The Datly 
Press gives the following particulars :—“ It is now some years since 
an application was made to the Government to grant a site for the 
erection of a Chinese hospital, to be looked after by native medical 
practitioners. A site was granted, and a building soon appeared ; 
but, beyond the granting of the land, the Chinese seem to have 
been left pretty much to themselves, as far as the management is 
concerned. When it is stated by a public officer that the 

lace when seen by him was a living grave, and that he 
bad seen many strange sights during his residence in China, 
but never saw such a dreadful scene before, it is difficult, 
in fact almost impossible, to give in detail the sight seen by 
both Mr. Lister (Acting Registrar-Greneral) and the coroner who 
visited the so-called hospital together. It 1s described as filthy in 
the extreme, and yet having keepers. The patients were huddled 
together on the floor without any distinction as to the nature of 
their diseases, so that a man deans ee the den with a complaint 
of really no great moment might be laid alongside a man raging 
with typhus or some other contagious disease, and, of c 
take it from him. Can it be expected for one moment that 
anybody once entering such a place could ever leave it 
alive? Mr. D. R. Caldwell, in reply to the coroner, said “ he 
had known patients to leave the hospital alive, but not within 
the last two years or so.” The class of people who go to this 
awful place are members of families, coolies who are turned 
out of lodging-houses ; for when a man gets sick in a coolie lodg- 
ing-house the other residents object to his remaining in the house, 
and according] the master of the house gets a couple of coolies, 
hurries the sick man to the “ Yee-tsze,’ and leaves him there to 
die a lingering and miserable death. It would perhaps be hard 
to say so, but there are very good grounds for believing that many 
of the poor wretches who were discovered in the place never re- 
ceived any food. Inspector Grey found out that the native doctor 
had not been near the sick for two days, and he also discovered that 
the dead were allowed to remain in the place some indefinite time. 
After they had breathed their last, living and dead were mixed 
together; and furthermore, Mr. Stewart has said that one keeper 
to whom he spoke could not tell if one of the patients were alive 
ornot. The dreadful revelations which have come to light have 
induced Mr. Stewart and Mr. Lister to draw upa joint report 
which has been submitted to the Governor, who it is to be ho 
will order such steps to be taken as will prevent any such abuses 
existing in the colony. Mr. D. R. Oaldwell has said he will, at his 
own expense, have matters mended at the Yee-taze, but it is 
hardly a private matter. It seems more a subject to be dealt with 
by the Government, who ted the land on which the hospital 
is built, and ought naturally to be supposed to have exercised a 
proper supervision over the place by the appointment of an officer 
who should have regularly inspected the place.” 

The news of Mr. Douglas Lapraik’s death was received with 
great regret in Hong Kong. The China Mai of April 20 says :— 

“ We are sorry to learn that a telogram has been received by 
this morning’s mail announcing the death of Mr. Douglas Lapraik, 
@ well-known and respected resident. Many to whom he has Jent 
a helping hand in bygone times will regret his loss. He was be- 
lieved at the time of. is death to be the oldest British inhabitant 
of this colony, and his death has thus severed a link between 
the present and the past. 
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« Apropos of the above, we may note that the second ‘ oldest in- 
habitant,’ Mr. G. A. F. Norris, took his departure by this morn- 
ing’s steamer, having during his long business career earned the 
respect and esteem of the community by his uprightness and 
courtesy. Who succeeds to the vacant title of ‘ the oldest foreign- 
born inhabitant ? ” 

THE RESULTS OF THE BURLINGAME MISSION. 

Commenting upon the results of the Burlingame Mission, as 
shown in the despatches which have passed between Lord Claren- 
don and the Chinese Ambassador, the Daily Press observes that if 
the Chinese have proved themselves good diplomatists, they have 
at the same time shown themselves to be bad statesmen. They 
have attained their object, but the object itself is not the one 
which is required to serve their best interests. ‘They have rg: 
themselves to exercise a central power,and by means of this 
pledge have obtained an amount of consideration which would not 
otherwise have been extended to them. While they have con- 
trived to scrape out of their immediate engagements, they have 
incurred an additional amount of responsibility for future days. 

The policy for China to pursue was to make as little noise and 
as siuoh progress as she could. She has adopted precisely the 
opposite course. Great bluster, gigantic promises, insolent and 
retrogressive action form the role which she has enacted since the 
Burlingame Mission was despatched, and if she has succeeded in 
obtaining an additional respite, she has done so only upon terms 
that are far more difficult for her to carry out than those which 
existed before. She has renewed her bill, but at heavy interest, 
and has done nothing towards providing for her future liabilities. 

Unless really and honestly prepared to make some advance, it 
was very unwise for her to call the prominent attention of the 
Home Governments to the state of affairs existing in the country, 
and to subject all her shortcomings to the sifting of public discus- 
sion at home, which is bound ultimately to discover their true 
nature. 

TEA-BUYING IN CHINA. 

The Overland Trade Report has the following, based on an article 
in the Shanghai Evening Courier :— 

The Shanghai Evening Courier has some pertinent remarks 
concerning the difference in the valuation of teas in China and 
at home. It states that it is impossible at the beginning of a 
season to say what a tea is worth, and that this is one of the prin- 
oa causes of the constant heavy losses. Teas are bought for 
what they Bae | be worth, not for what they are worth. veral 
chops of equal quality may be bought at the repealing of the 
geason at the same price, and yet be sold on the London market 
within a fortnight of each other, at prices varying 6d. to ls. per 
pound. Such cases occur every season ; but notwithstanding this, tea 
tasters are in the habit of valuing tea to $d. per pound, and usually 

ying for it the extreme price it might fetch under a combination of 

avourable circumstances, utterly ignoring the risk they run, should 
there be instead (as there usu is) @ combination of unfavour- 
able circumstances. This, the mi paper adds, was disastrously 
exemplified last season at Foochow. The condition of the teas 
when put on the market was such as to admit of their purchase as 
fine ; but when they arrived, three months later, in England, the 
longest stretch of imagination could not elevate them into any- 
thing but teas of the poorest description. ay Bapea as was fre- 
uently remarked, little better than “common Congou.” And this 
ge in the character of tea on its voyage home occurs every 
ear ; sometimes, but rarely, as in the early part of the season of 
865, the change is in favour of the tea; more often, as in 
Hankow in 1864 and 1866, and in Foochow the last 
three seasons, it is the reverse. In 1866; those buyers who 
had the opportunity of seeing samples of their teas when 
they were being offered for sale on the London market 
failed to recognise them, and some that they remembered 
to have possessed, when in China, both strength and flavour, 
turned out thin and tasteless, with no more flavour than chopped 
straw. This, combined with severe competition at the opening of 
the season, is noticed as being the constant cause of disappoint- 
ment. The remedy, however, is simple, but few people apply 
‘it. If teas were bought at prices at which it would be 
difficult to lose, instead of at prices at which it is almost 
impossible to gain—if they were bought, not for the 
quality they possess now, but for the quality they will 
be likely to possess six months later; if tea tasters, instead of 
poli to overreach their neighbours, would wait their chance, and 
e it when it came; and if, instead of putting a problematical 
value on a tea, they would acknowledge their inability to value it 
within so many pence per pound, complaints about the disastrous 
nature of the trade would be at an cat, and a safe and profitable 
business would be done. Till then, let the motto of the tea trade 
be—caveat emptor.

r addition to our law. The Pensions Bill and Fire 
are not in final form yet. The Preservation of Peace Bill 
has passed the first and second reading, and should in the cus- 
tomary routine pass the third as a matter of form; but, as the 
object of the Bill is to continue unconstitutional power in the 
Governor’s hands for another twelve months, enabling him at any 
moment to suspend the Habeas Corpus Act, and as there is no 
ground whatever to apprehend a disturbance of the happy quiet 
that prevails over the Settlements, we would be glad to see it 
withdrawn or thrown out. The powers contained in the Bill were 
delegated to the Governor at the time of the Chinese Riots at 
Penang, but there can be no excuse for continuing them now. 
The Council have consented unanimously to the introduction of a 
new code of criminal Jaw, based upon the Indian Penal Oude, and 
the preparation of this will probably form one of the chief labours 
of the Council during the Session. 

The chief local interest of the last nine days has been centered 
in the races, which came off with very fair success on the 28th- 
30th of April and lst of May. Only two days had been appointed, 
and it was dark on the 30th before the programme was com- 
pleted,* and the race for the China Express Cup (liberally 
presented by the proprietors of that well-known paper) had 
to be postponed to the followin a Three horses en- 
tered for this race, viz., Zuleika, Sir Harry, and Tom Sayers, 
handicapped, 10st. 4lbs. for the first two, and Qst. 7lbs. for the 
latter. Tom Sayers was entered merely to give more inte- 
rest to the race, for, barring accidents, he had not a ghost of 
a chance. The time appointed for the race was a quarter past 
five o’clock, and a little before that hour a sudden heavy shower 
of rain came on, and the rain continued drizzling more or less 
during the rest of the afternoon, rendering the course somewhat 
slippery and heavy, and causing some discomfort to the few spec- 
tators who attended to witness the race. The jockey of Sir Harry, 
owing to some unaccountable misunderstanding, did not make his 
appearance at the appointed hour, and a race between hack 
ponies was improvised, and proved of an amusing character. 
At a quarter to six the three horses appeared at the post 
and a beautiful start was effected, Zuleika inside with a slight 
lead, and Sir Harry close on her flank, with Tom Sayers pegging 
stoutly behind on the outside. Rounding the corner past the 
Hospital, Zuleika and Sir Harry were neck and neck, and they 
raced excitingly along the straight run on the opposite side, round 
the head of the course, and into the straight run in, exactly in 
the same position, neither appearing to gain an inch on the other. 
A dead heat or very close finish was anticipated by the spectators, 
but, unfortunately, about half-way to the winning-post, Zuleika 
appeared to slip in the same pare where she fell the previous 
day, and Sir Harry at once took the lead, and steadily increased 
it, winning by about a couple of lengths. Time 2m. 8 sec. The 
mare, according to her old fashion, would answer to neither whip 
nor spur after she had been fairly headed. We think this race was 
the prettiest and best contested of the whole meeting. In all 
the other races, except the Roadsters’, either of two horses had 
certainties, one only having been lost to them, we may safely say, 
by a mere accident. In this race both horses were pretty equally 
matched ; both appeared in good condition, Sir Harry especially 
in far better form than on the previous days, and the result was 
as good and fair a race as could be desired. 


n concluding our notice of this meeting we may be permitted 


to add that, while the sport afforded this spring has not been up 


to the average, it has been quite as good as could have been ex-

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pected from the litile interest now taken in races by the majority 
of residents, and our best thanks are due to those spirited owners 
who entered horses simply to make a meeting and for sports’ sake, 
but who have not been successful.

Hioco axp OsaKa.—The unsatisfactory position of the metallic cur- 
rency, coupled with the extraordinary fluctuations in the value of Kinsatz, 
had continued to exercise a most depressing effect on the market, and the 
business transacted had been of the most meagre description. Cotton 
Goods: Limited inquiry for 7lbs. and 9lbs.; Grey Shirtings 8.4 to 8.8 
almost neglected—good demand for Victoria Lawns, fair inquiry for 
Chintzes and Turkey Red Cloth. Woollens: Plain and Figured Orleans 
and Lustres in rather more favour, Mouseline de Laines fairly saleable, 
Blankets dull. Metals: Some demand for Lead and Tin Plates. 

Suaxcuar.—Cottons: The business in Plain Cottons during the time 
since the departure of the last mail had been almost entirely confined to 
speculation, and this chiefly in Grey Shirtings of atandard quality. No 
material alteration in prices of any description of goods had taken place, 
but importers were not anxious to realise, in view of telegraph advices, 
reporting firmer prices in Manchester. Grey Shirtings, of Eagle Chop, 
had been bought at Tls. 2.2.3 to 2.2.5. White Shirtings and T-Cloths 
were weak. Prices of English Drills were maintained. Sales of 
American Drills and Jeans had been made at the quotations given. 
There had been a small business in Fancy Goods at previous 
prices. Woollens: Prices of Camlets remained low. Scarlet Long 
Ells were unchanged, but Assorted colours were quoted lower. Metals 
—Lead: Firm at quotations, but sales of small lots only. Nail Rod 
and Bar Iron had shared in the general depression of trade.

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Hona Kona.—The following is from Messrs. Olyphant and Co.'s Cir- 
cular, dated 28th April: —Cotton Yarn: Present stocks are in the hands 
of a few large holders, who have persistently continued to ask rates much 
above dealers’ offers, and who are fully aware that buyers must accede to 
their terms as the quantities at Canton are very small, and acertain native 
demand must be supplied. Sales have not been large, but prices may be 
quoted easily $2.50 per bale dearer for Nos. 16 to 24 and 28 to 82 of ordi- 
nary make, while the finer grades of these numbers are fully $5 per bale 
higher. Nos. 38 to 42 are not in so much request, but holders are equally 
firm in their ideas respecting them. Piece Goods: The sales reported have 
been almost entirely ‘‘ to arrive,” and transactions on the spot have been 
very trifling. Intelligence from the northern markets has not been 
so favourable; and though foreigners strongly endeavour to uphold 
prices, Chinese purchasers show evidently their intention of holding 
off for further developments or lower figures. The quantities offer- 
ing of 7 1b. Grey Shirtings are very small and with a fair demand 
rates' are rather higher, other weights are weaker and a slight de- 
cline in values has taken place. T-Cloths have undergone no noticeable 
change, though very few s:les are reported and quotations are as previously 
given.

SHanoHal.—The following is from Messrs. C. J. Skeggs and Co.’s 
Circular, dated 22nd April :—The business during the interval amounts 
to about 500 bales, 871 of which have already gone forward by the 
Messageries Impériales and the American mail. Prices for the moat part 
have been unchanged, the greater portion of the late shipments being on 
native account; but as the inclination of foreigners is now decidedly 
against buying at such high rates at this late period of the season, the 
market closes weak for medium and common silks, and a decline of 10 to 
15 taels might be obtained on chops, none of which however have been 
taken. The stock is reduced to about 600 bales. Hitherto the weather 
has been unseasonably wet and cold, so that hatching will not commence 

o another week yet, or fully ten days later than last year. Reports 

rom the country are unfavourable regarding the mulberry, but it is still 
oo early to obtain any reliable information. 





STRAITS PRODUCE. 

SrxGcAPpore.—Transactions had continued on a limited scale; there is 
not much alteration to report in quotations, but the decline in freights 
may probably cause more firmness in rates; supplies of most of the prin- 
cipal staples had been coming in slowly. Gambier had been taken up to 
the extent of about 750 tonsa, chiefly at $3.024 per picul, and the market 
closed firm at that rate. Black Pepper scarce, and supplies of inferior 

uality ; the price was firmer, and the demand mostly for Calcutta and 

hina. White Pepper also advanced in value; supplies very small. Pearl 
Sago had been taken up to a moderate extent at lower rates.

Bon- 
tyne Coffee nominally the same as last quoted; no supplies had arrived ; 
no transactions in Bally Coffee reported. Rattans of the best quality 
scarce, and in good demand. Tin in active demand, and the rate touched 
$32} per picul; but on receipt of telegrams of the lower quotations on the 
home market prices gave way, and last sales had been at lower rates; 
there was still a good inquiry, chiefly for America.

THE COLONIAL PRESS. 

NewsPaPers in small colonies or distant English settle- 
ments, are not as home newspapers. The points of difference 
are numerous and unavoidable, and most of them arise from 
the narrow limits of the circle of readers to which a paper of 
the former class appeals for support. The identification of 
the Editor (who, of course, is personally known to nearly 
every member of such a community) with his journal ; the 
division of such communities into cliques, between which 
there is often bitter jealousy and rivalry ; the tendency of 
popular opinion to run to extremes, thus encouraging strong 
passions that seek an outlet in angry, vehement language ; 
the existence, in many cases, of a standing feud between the 
government and the governed—these, and many similar 
causes, conspire to render the editing of a Colonial paper a 
task of no little difficulty, even toa litterateur possessing 
‘calm judgment and an equable temperament. To exclude all 
‘elements of strife—controversy is far too mild a term—would 
be to render the paper colourless and insipid; while, by 
admitting them, no little danger is incurred of a breach of 
the peace. It is not very long {since we heard of a horse- 
whipping case in Yokohama, arising out of a newspaper quar- 
rel, and now we have to deplore a discreditable fracas of a 
somewhat similar nature in Singapore. A personal encounter 
arising from such a cause is seldom honourable to either side. 
The press has its privileges as well as its duties, and unless 
the privileges be respected, the duties cannot be efficiently 
discharged ; at the same time, editors of local papers, know- 
ing what dangerous ground they stand on, should ever be 
cautious in the exercise of their prerogative. Anonymous 
journalism, though theoretically the rule among English 
communities abroad, as it is at home, is practically impos- 
sible in small Settlements. Here, any person who considers 
himself aggrieved by a newspaper article never dreams of 
attempting to trace the writer of it and administer corporal 
punishment ; he has his legal remedy against the publisher 
of the journal, if he can show the article to be libellous or 
injurious, and has to be content with that. In the East, it 
is otherwise; the writer of such an article is generally 
known, or may be traced, and is, moreover, easily accessible 
for purposes of assault. Editors are frequently led, willingly 
or unwillingly, into the admission of personalities into their 
columns, and from the causes just enumerated, the victims 
of such attacks are as easily betrayed into forgetting their 
dignity, and seeking redress in the argumentum baculinum. 
A “row” of this sort, after being a nine days’ wonder, is 
generally soon forgotten, but its injurious effect on the 
dignity of journalism, and on the beneficial influence that 
should everywhere be exercised by the press, is of longer 
duration. We sincerely trust that for the future the discus- 
sion of local politics in Singapore will be carried on without 
any such unseemly collisions as that we have alluded to. 

Anything like official interference or “ gagging the press, ’ 
as practised in France under the Napoleonic régime, is as en- 
tirely foreign to English ideas in a distant colony as it is at 
home ; yet this seems to be a danger from which journalism 
-in Hong Kong is by no means exempt. Many of our readers 
have heard of the case of Regina v. Saint, which was decided 
by Chief Justice SmaLsz, in the Supreme Court of Hong Kong, 
on the 12th of March last. The history of this case will of 
course be stale to those who have read the Hong Kong 
journals for 1868 and 1869, but we will recapitulate the

leading facts for the benefit of readers in other Settlements, 
and at home; merely premising that a more deliberate and 
unjustifiable attempt on the part of the law officers of the 
Crown to crush a newspaper could hardly be conceived. 

The Portuguese settlement of Macao had long been noto- 
rious for the unscrupulous manner in which a vile traffic in 
human life had gradually grown up there under the conveni- 
ent disguise of “coolie emigration.” Chinese labour being 
greatly in demand for the West Indies, the Chincha Islands 
and other places, the hiring of coolies, and transporting them 
in ship-loads from various ports in China to these places, soon 
developed into a large trade, giving employment to numbers 
of vessels, and handsome profits to the speculators, who hired 
the coolies under agreements for a term of years, and sold 
those agreements to great advantage to the employers of labour 
in Cuba and elsewhere. Abuses soon crept into the system. 
Unsuspicious Chinese were deluded by false representations 
into signing agreements they could not understand ; they were 
even kidnapped by hundreds ; shut up in “ barracoons” until 
a vessel was ready to convey them, when they were crowded on 
board like cattle ; and finally cruelly ill-treated and over- 
worked when they reached their destination. In Hong Kong 
a stringently-framed Passenger Act was put in force, with 
other ordinances that rendered any such mal-practices 
impossible there; and not only the English Government, 
but, with a single exception, all the Governments of civilised 
nations exerted themselves to prevent their subjects engaging 
in 80 nefarious a trade. The exception was Portugal. In 
Macao, therefore, the coolie trade took firm root ; there 
it was fostered, and there it flourished, until its horrors 
equalled those of the African slave trade in its worst 
days. From 1862 to 1866 one Senhor AmaRaL was 
Governor of Macao; he was succeeded by Senhor Horta, 
who in his turn gave place, in 1868, to Admiral de 
Souza, the present Governor. Under Senhor AmaRaL’s 
administration it was more than suspected that the local Go- 
veroment not only connived at the slave trade carried on 
under the cloak of emigration, but even profited by it ; and 
under Senhor Horta’s sway matters got even worse, until an 
act of absolute piracy was committed on certain junks, thvir 
crews being forcibly kidnapped, cruelly tortured and ill- 
treated, and subsequently shipped off as slaves. This 
was too much even for the Portuguese Government; and 
on receipt of the news at Lisbon orders were despatched 
to Macao to institute criminal proceedings against the 
offenders. It was soon found that the evidence taken in the 
course of these proceedings implicated several Government 
officials, and the form of the investigation was changed, a 
commission of inquiry being appointed to report on the 
whole affair. Before long, however, there was a change in the 
Portuguese Ministry ; and soon after that the Commission 
was quietly smothered, and all proceedings abandoned. The 
Portuguese Parliament admits representatives from the 
Colonies ; and shortly after his return to Europe, Governor 
AMARAL was elected by the constituency of Macao to repre- 
sent that colony in the Legislative body. When the above- 
mentioned change in the Miuistry took place, Senhor AMARAL 
took office, and in the new Cabinet held the post of Minister 
for the Colonies ; and it is a significant fact that the sup- 
pression of the Macao inquiry took place almost immediately 
after his accession to power. 

This brings us to the origin of the trial, Regina v. Saint. 
In May, 1868, the China Jad, an old established and ably 
conducted Hong Kong paper, published two short paragraphs 
referring to the facts above recapitulated. The first con- 
tained an allusion to so some rumours then current, to the 
effect that the charges arising out of the coolie traffic had 
been hushed up at the instance of Senhor AMaRAL, and that 
@ certain sum of money known to have been collected in 
Macao and remitted to Lisbon was appropriated as hush 
money. The paragraph concluded by expressing a doubt 
that the influence of Senhor AmaraL, even aided by this 
corrupt expenditure, would be successful in preventing an 
ultimate exposure. The second paragraph was contained in 
a letter from acorrespondent at Macao, addressed to the 
editor. The writer confirmed the truth of the rumours 
alluded to in the previous paragraph, and added, from his 
own knowledge, that Senhor Horta (the then Governor) 
had received positive instructions from the previous CoLONIAL 
MINISTER to punish the offenders; that it was doubtful 
whether he would have carried out his instructions willingly, 
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but that he had been spared the necessity of executing them 
at all by the receipt of counter orders from Senhor AmaRraL 
after the change in the Ministry. 

Within a fortnight after the appearance of these para- 
graphs, the Acting Attorney-General of Hong Kong, at the 
instance of Senhor Horta, filed three separate criminal in- 
formations against Mr. Sarnt, the proprietor of the China 
Mau, for libel (1) upon the King of Portuaat, (2) upon 
Senhor AmaRAL, and (3) upon Senhor Horta. These in- 
formations complained of the paragraphs in question as 
‘‘ false, scandalous, and malicious libels,” which were fraught 
with “great damage, scandal, infamy, and disgrace” to Sen- 
hors AMaRraL and Horta and their Sovereign. In all of them 
the Acting Attorney-General evidently relied on the PELTIER 
case, in which a British subject was convicted of a libel on 
Consul BuonaParts, and he left the argument for the Crown 
in the hands of Mr. Potuarp, Q.C., who contended that the 
plaintiff was not entitled to be allowed any plea of justifica- 
tion. Mr. Hatuyar, the defendants’ counsel, ably and 
earnestly argued against a recurrence to 4 “ barbario” form 
_ of procedure for the punishment of a British subject at the 
instance of a Foreign Power on such absurdly inadequate 
grounds. The Chief Justice (SMALE) declined giving judg- 
ment until he had heard the Acting ATTORNEY-GENERAL on the 
matter. Thenceforward occurred postponements and delays 
innumerable on the part of the Crown; but at last, after 
repeated efforts, defendant got the case set down for judgment 
on March 12. Of course it was given against the Crown. 
His Lordship held that the due and temperate discussion of 
the notorious abuses connected with the coolie traffic, as car- 
ried on under the wing of the Macao Government, was for 
the public benefit. Although the articles complained of gave 
offence to that Government, no communication was held with 
the Governor of Hong Kong, but the Portuguese Consul at 
Hong Kong (a mere commercial agent) consulted Mr. Pot- 
LARD, and the result was that three ex officio informations 
were filed against the defendant, without even affording him 
a chance of apology or explanation. These informations were 
founded on the old case of Jean PELTIER, tried in 1803—and 
it was strange if that case was law at the present time. 
Commenting on the oppressive nature of the proceed- 
ings, his Lordship observed that “the tendency of filing 
“three informations in one day against one man, for 
“two articles to the same purport, was to unduly de- 
“press the defendant, and by a sort of mental torture 
‘“‘ induce him to make the most abject apology, whether he 
“ could prove what he had said to be true or not ; and that 
“‘ such proceedings were especially oppressive in a colony 
“ where the costs of litigation exceeded the like costs else- 
“ where in the British dominions or in the world. Even 
success in three such suits might be ruin to a man if he were 
“not rich.” Judgment was recorded for the defendant, with 
all costs. If Mr. Saint's persecutors choose to exhaust every 
means in their power of harassing their victim, they may 
even now appeal to the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council ; bat it would be with but very small chance of suo- 
cess, we should imagine. The case has however] been sent 
home, we believe, to Lord GranvILue, for his advice as to 
what is to be done with it. 

By avoiding repetitions and legal technicalities we have en- 
deavoured to make our outline of the proceedings as intelli- 
gible as possible ; but it conveys a poor idea of the harsh, 
oppressive. spirit in which they have been’ condacted. 
The extraordinary manner in which the Hong Kong Govern- 
ment allowed itself to be used as a tool, to do the dirty 
work of the corrupt Government of Macao, and the apparent 
hostility exhibited by an English legal functionary towards 
an English journal, which sought, from the purest motives, 
to expose the horrors of the vilest of all vile traffics, are 
difficult to understand, and still more difficult to dwell on 
with equanimity. ‘Scandal, infamy, and disgrace ” indeed ! 
Why, the whole system of government at Macao was a 
“ scandal” and its officials were steeped in “infamy and dis- 
grace” by their own action in giving encouragement to the 
horrible traffic. If an intense loathing for man-stealing, tor- 
ture, slavery, and murder, expressed on many occasions in 
no measured terms, be libellous, the Zondon and China Ex- 
press has certainly earned that title. We earnestly hope that 
the English press will be induced to take this matter up, and 
let it be known far and wide that public opinion in this 
country cordially endorses the wise and enlightened decision 
of Judge Sma.sz, 
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It is with great satisfaction that we are able to add that 
the Governor of Hong Kong, Sir RicHarp MacDonneLL, 
never approved of the Acting Attorney- General’s proceedings, 
the prosecution having been undertaken without his official 
sanction. And it is still more satisfactory to know that the 
day of the man-stealers in Macao is over, the present 
Governor, Admiral pg Souza, having sternly discountenanoed 
their iniquitous trade since his arrival. Macao is no longer 
the “Coolie colony ;” but so long as its former evil notoriety 
is remembered, the case of Regina versus Saint will be 
remembered too ; and we hope the lesson it conveys will not 
be lost on future generations of colonial officials who may be 
tempted to try the experiment of “ gagging the press.”

PENINSULAR AND ORIENTAL STEAM NAVI- 
GATION COMPANY. 

The half-yearly general meeting of this company was held on Fri- 
day, the 11th inst., at the offices, Leadenhall-street ; Mr. P. D. Hapow, 
the chairman, presided. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report (the principal 
part of which we gave in our last issue), said that it was fourteen 
months up to the 80th of April last since the extended contract for 
postal service came into operation, but nothing had occurred during 
the past six months to alter the views he had expressed at the last 
meeting. The result of their operations had been satisfactory and en- 
couraging, although not to any great extent, except that they had had 
an entire immunity from casualties. The mails were delivered every 
Monday morning in London with the greatest regularity. It occupied 
a goo deal of time and attention to work their complicated service 
with advantage, and great credit was due to their commanders, officers, 
and agents for doing their work so successfully for the company. With 
regard to their commercial relations trade had been unusually de- 
preased, but they were in hopes that an improvement would occar be- 
fore long. He was glad to say that they had earned their present divi- 
dend without any such assistance as they had had in the corresponding 
period of the preceding year, from the supply of ships for the Abyssinian 
expedition. He hoped things would improve, so that the company’s 
receipts might be equally good at the end of the year. The directors 
would try to do their best to secure as much net revenue as possible. 
It was with sincere regret the directors had to report the decease of 
their much-eateemed colleague, Mr. J. C. Ewart, who was the oldest 
member of the board, and, although he resided chiefly in Liverpool, 
he was ever ready to attend the board, and give them the beat assist- 
ance in his power. 

Mr. Grssons seconded the motion for the adoption of the report. 

A long discussion ensued, in which Mr. Guippon, Mr. BappeE.ey, 
Mr. J. Jonzs, Mr. Grant, and other shareholders took part, as to the 
exercise of more economy, and respecting the competition of various 
steam companies extending along nearly the whole route of the com- 
pany’s steamers. 

The Cuamman, in reply to questions, stated that a reduction had 
been effected in the expenditure at Malta, and that wherever it was 
possible further reductions would be made, It was true they had more 
ships than were actually in use, but it was neceasary that they should 
have vessels with which to replace others in cases of accident. It had 
been the constant practice of the board to build the ships by tender, 
but they had found it expedient in some cases to depart from that 
course. None of the employés of the company were engaged in any 
commercial pursuit apart from the company’s business. With respect 
to the accounts, he said a regular weekly audit was kept up, and, in 
addition to that, the Post-office authorities had a right to inspect any 
papers which they might deem necessary ; #0 that, in effect, the sys- 
tem of audit was more complete than that employed by any other 
company in the City. ore ,

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Monetary and Commercial.

The scheme for constructing a line of telegraph connecting the 
Indian system with Hong Kong, via Bangkok and Saigon, has 
been announced in London through the medium of The Times. 
The details are identical with those given in our issue of the 17th 
ultimo, and it is added that the line is expected to be in operation 
by the summer of 1871. 

It is stated, we believe somewhat prematurely, that the Russian 
Government has granted to certain parties in London the oon- 
cession of the right of laying a submarine cable, with a monopoly 
for forty years, from the mouth of the River Amoor, in Eastern 
Siberia. The cable is to run to Japan, and thence to Shanghai, 
the Government undertaking to complete, as far as the mouth of 
the river, the land line of telegraph wire which already crosses 
the greater part of Siberia, up to a point within 600 miles from 
the coast. In connection with this affair it is said to be proposed 
to make arrangements for obtaining the co-operation of the Tele- 
graph Construction and Maintenance Company. 

A telegram states that the Hu// steamer, with the Black Sea 
cable on board, arrived at Gibraltar on the 6th inst. This cable is 
100 miles in length, and forms a portion of the new telegraphic 
route between England and India, via Prussia, Russia, and Persia, 
now in course of construction for the Indo-European Telegraph 
Company by. Messrs. Siemens, a member of which firm, Mr. C. W. 
Siemens, has gone out to superintend personally the operation of 
submerging it. Two-thirds of the land lines through Persia have 
been completed, and the construction of the remainder of the line 
through Russia, to unite with the Prussian telegraphs, is making 
rapid progress. 

The United Kingdom Electric Telegraph Company have an- 
nounced the opening of the new direct submarine cable, via Den- 
mark and the Baltic to Russia. This route is stated to be also 
available for messages to India, China, Australia, Persia, &c. 

The market for bar silver is inactive, and the quotation shows 
no change, at 5s. Ojd. per ounce. Mexican dollars are rather 
firmer, at 4s, 11gd., there being a slight demand for Ohina, and 
very few here. 

The suspension has been announced of Messrs. Livesey ana 
Thorne, cotton brokers, at Liverpool, with an establishment also 
at Manchester. They occupied a high position, and their liabili- 
ties are probably large. The event, which is attributed to the 
tecent numerous failures among cotton spinners, has created sur- 
prise and anxiety, but they state they will be able, with time, to 
pay everyone in full. 

Tho failure hag also been announced of Messrs. Felix, Leach, 
and Oo., cotton spinners and manufacturers, Enfield Mills, near

week, They enjoyed fair credit and an average extent of trade. 

The gross liabilities of Messrs. Shore, Kirk, and Hargreaves, 
who suspended on the Manchester Stock Exchange on the 3rd 
inst., are stated to amount to about £150,000, but of these 
£120,000 will be covered by securities. The circular issued 
attributes the stoppage to default on the part of certain of their 
principals. ‘ 

At a meeting of the creditors of Mr. G. Mason, manufacturer, 
of Clayton, near Bradford, on the Sth inst., the liabilities were 
shown to be £60,000, and an agreement was adopted to accept a 
composition of 7s. 6d. in the pound, provided that sum can 
be guaranteed—a point which will be determined at a fature 
meeting. 

At an adjourned meeting of the creditors of Mr. Shackleton 
Smith, of Gomersal, worsted spinner, the liabilities were stated 
to be £16,500, and a composition of 7s. in the pound was ulti- 
mately accepted. 

Messrs. John Clough and Co., machine woolcombers, of Brad- 
ford, are announced to have failed, with liabilities for £5,000. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Tanjore, from Southampton on the 12th inst., was, in gold, to Ma. 
dras, £755; in silver, to Singapore, £10,480; to Hong Kong, 
£24,889 ; total, in gold, £755; in silver, £35,369. ; 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month and four months 
ended the 30th April show the total declared value of the exports 
of British and Irish produce and manufactures for the month of 
April in the last threo years to have been as follows April, 
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1867, £13,804,908, April, 1868, £14,575,158, April, 1869, 
$15,624,475. This statement exhibits a satisfactory increase in 
the general volume of the export trade, the month’s total being 
larger by £1,049,323 than in April last year, and larger by 
£1,819,567 than in April, 1867. The principal increase is in 
woollen manufactures, apparel, haberdashery, hardwares, and iron. 
The yarns of cotton, wool, and linen have each been exported to 
a less extent than in the corresponding month of last year. The 
month’s shipments of cotton manufactures—£4,290,061—though 
less by £405,667 than in April, 1868, are slightly above those of 
April 1867. The exports for the ffest four months of the present 
year show likewise a steady recovery from the effects of the pros- 
tration of trade which was caused by the disastrous events of 
1866. The figures are annexed :—Four months, 1867, £56,186,529 ; 
four months, 1868, £55,998,068 ; four months, 1869, £58,428,080. 

As regards the imports of the principal articles, the total for 
the month of March (being the latest date to which values are 
given) indicates an expenditure upon a moderate scale, as will be 
seen by the following :—March, 1867, £18,405,599 ; March, 1868, 
£21,463,367 ; March, 1869, £19,448,415, For the first quarter of 
the present year, however, our imports have been at a much 
larger rate than in the corresponding periods of the two previous 
years ; and this fact, combined with the imports of foreign securi- 
ties, must be held to account for the recent rise in the value of 
money. The present figures are as follows :—Three months 1867, 
£44,346,529; three months 1868, £46,446,999 ; three months 
1869, £49,090,619. The quantities of imports for April—being 
one month later—show a marked diminution as regards several 
of the principal articles, including cotton, corn, wine, and sugar ; 
but there is an increase in wool and coffee.

THE TEA-BROKERAGE QUESTION. 

The following relates to a question now warmly under discuasion in 
the tea trade :— 

‘*The present dispute between import brokers and some of the 
largest tea houses has caused such an amount of irritation that neither 
party seems inclined to reason calmly upon the pointe of difference. 
As the interests of those who are not involved in the dispute are 
affectd by it, I propose examining the grounds upon which each party 
are taking action, with the desire of showing which is right. 

‘‘The brokers say that though they are paid by the importer for 
taking charge of and disposing of his tea at the highest price obtain- 
able, yet they are entitled to another brokerage when they sell those 
teas toa dealer, because they send the samples to the dealers’ sale 
Yooms, and in some cases wait upon them to receive their bids. They 
also state that it has been the practice to make this charge ever since 
the abolition of the East India Company’s monopoly. Previous to 
that time they were paid only for purchasing on behalf of clients who 
instructed them to do so. They further allege that a number of whole- 
aale dealers are still willing to pay the charge. 

‘The dealers who object to pay the charge say that no agent or 
broker can faithfully serve the conflicting interests of buyer and seller 
in the same transaction. 
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capital, get no adequate service for the brokerage cha 
as regards sending on samples, it is done in the merchants’ interests. 
If the import broker limits the competition for his merchants’ teas to 
those dealers who pay hima buying brokerage, it is obvious that the 
importers’ interests are prejudiced. If the import broker treats dealers 
and brokers on precisely the same footing, why does he charge the 
dealer 10s. per cent. and the broker nothing? There is not a single 
condition imposed upon the one that the other does not fulfil. 
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‘¢ That those who buy on their own judgment, and employ their own 
rged; and that 








‘Tt is alleged by the brokers that this movement is undertaken for 
the purpose of destroying the competition of buying brokers. This 


the dealers deny, and say that importers are much too intelligent to be 


misled by such statements; the tea market is much too large to be con- 
trolled by any body of dealers, however powerful they may be; that 
buying brokers with judgment and capital will always be required by 


a large number of smaller dealers; and it must be obvious, when mer- 
chants’ samples are always open to the free competition of every 


buyer, and not restricted in the first instance to a few favoured 
brokerage-paying dealera, that the change advocated cannot fail to 
benefit the merchant. 

‘< All that is asked is that there shall be a clear stage'and no favour. 
Let merchants’ samples be shown to brokers and dealers alike, and at 
the same time; and let the highest bidder be the purchaser, whatever 
he calls himeelf. 

‘“ These are the views put forth by the disputants. 

‘The intense and increasing competition in all branches of business 
must lead to the abolition of all merely complimentary fees, for which 
no substantial service cin be honestly rendered. 

**To profess to serve two masters is alike opposed to sound policy 
and morality. If aa example of this is needed, a recent scandal in this 
city supplies it, and furnishes both a precedent anda warning. An 
individual professed to serve the interests of Messrs. Overend, Gurney, 


and Co., and some of their clients; he received fees from both, and it

The Director General of the Telegraph Department, St. Petersburg, has given stringent in- 
structions regarding all Telegrams addressed to my care. In future they will always be REPEATED 
as in “ recommended ” Telegrams without extra charge. 

The community of Hong Kong can now take advantage of this line to reply to Telegrams or 
Letters received by the P. and O. Mail Service from Europe. A Telegram bag will be made "Pp at 
Shanghai on the arrival of each P. and O. Mail Steamer from Hong Kong, and Telegrams from 
Eurcpe will be forwarded by first steamer from Shanghai. 

I have to thank my constituents for the increased support they have given to my line, and in 
order that it may be still further used, it is my intention to reduce the charges so soon as the 
capital due to subscribers has been paid up.
